Gowns will return to their own in| 
the University if the attitude adopt- 
ed by the senior year may be ac- 
cepted as an evidence of the other 
classes in general. At the organiza- 
tion meeting of the fourth year stu- 
dents. a safe four-fifths vote put 


- that class on record as being in favor | 


of wearing gowns during lectures. 
At an executive meeting of the same 
class, it was decided to ask the Sen- 


ate to enforce the regulations re- 


garding the wearing of gowns. 
There is a resolution among the 
regulations of the University provid- 
ing that all students of the third and 
fourth years shall be barred from 
lectures unless they wear gowns. This 
resolution has never been enforced, 
but the seniors apparently mean to 
make it apply at least to their own 
year. If for no other reason, gowns 


should be worn until this regulation | 


is modified by the Senate. 
But there are many other 
lent results which would accompany 
the gown in the class-room and cam- 
pus. .The gown is symbodlical with 
education. We have become accus- 
tomed to the association of the mor- 
tar-board and study. In older uni- 
versities exclusive student dress has 
attained the dignity of a great cus- 
tom. Now is the time in younger 
institutions to begin small formal- 


ities which will grow to great tra-{ 


ditions. After all a university’s 
prestige is made and upheld by the 
graduating classes. If these’ classes 
are not known and respected by their 
fellow students, tive is no good 
reason why they will be held in high 
regard by outsiders. 

Economically the gown would di- 
rectly save the wearers no inconsid- 
erable amount. There is little likeli- 
hood that any student should be asked 
as Mr. Keir Hardie was by a door- 
man at Westminster if he was work- 
ing on the roof.: ‘No, on the floor,” 
was the reply.
